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Team Review 

HE 1930 31 basketball season for the Indian Warriors nr Portage II S has 
been a successful one, if success Is based on winning the majority of the 
games scheduled. The season was started in good form by defeating 
Griffith and Dyer In the order named. The first defeat was handed to us 
by Chestertou to the tune of a 21 to 20 score. Wheeler and Merrillville 
could not withstand the attach of the red men and were taken into the Portage Camp. 
In the attack on Liberty Center the opposition was more stubborn than in any previous 
engagement and after leading the attack for three quarters we were subdued in the 
last quarter by a 29 tolS decision. In this contest Cruikshank was a casualty and was 
ont of the game for two weeks. Calumet township and Westville furnished the opposi- 
tion in the next two games and It was tough enough. Yes. we emerged from both with 
their scalps but it required an overtime period to get Westvllle's. 

At this stage of the campaign the boys seem to have decided they were going 
too good and should not bear down on their opponents so strongly; be that as it may they 
lost to Dyer. Alumni. Calumet Township and Griffith respectively. Merrillville and 
Washington Township were defeated on successive Friday and Saturday nights just 
preceding the County Tournament. 

We met Boone Grove in the first encounter at the County Tourney and came out 
on the long end of a 48 to 10 score. Bui we could not repeat against Chesterton In the 
semi finals and lost to them 18 to 12. 

In our first game after the County Tourney we got revenge on Chesterton defeat- 
ing them by a score 21 to 18. The last defeat of our schedule was handed to us by 
Westville on their floor. Wheeler tried hard to stop us but suffered a terrible defeat. 
Score 47 to 7 Portage. Then came the final game of our schedule with Liberty Center 
County Champions, and ah!!! we won 24-17. 

We defeated Wheeler in our first encounter at the Sectional Tourney and gave a 
very creditable showing against Crown Point in the semi-final contest 

The five boys that played most of the games were seniors and all played a good 
brand of basketball. 

To William Cruikshank is due much credit for our success. His ability as captain 
and stellar player brought the team out of many close places. William was awarded 
a ribbon at the County Tourney for the best mental attitude of his team.

SPRAINED ANKLE 

Stand patient on his head, telling him “Parade Rest". Examine his back teetli 
tor contours and other foreign matter. Leave it there. Ask patient to execute “Port 
Arms". If he can't do it rush him to hospital. 

OVERCOME BY GAS 

Tighten his belt. Remove gas by blowing on both ears simultaneously. Remove 
his wrist watch. Wind it. Replace on your own wrist. Ask him how it feels to be gas- 
sed. If he is still under the influence of your treatment, search his pockets for canteen, 
checks or small articles, such as anvils, telephones, etc. Attach meter, determine by- 
use of mill scale how much gas he contains. Make detailed report to C'.as Defense 
Bureau. 


BURNS 

Examine his fire Insurance policy. Call up fire department. Cut away clothing. 
Ease his worries and paiu by telling him of the great Chicago fire. Cover parts effected 
with plaster or mortar. No danger will result it fire is extinguished immediately Call 
Corporal of the Guard — 'Fire No. 9. 


IF HE HAS ENCOUNTERED A CIVET CAT 

Traverse the area occupied by patient. Locate him by intersection or resection. 
Wire Ed. Pinaud's or Colgate's. 


TOOTHACHE 

Pull out surrounding teeth, usiug .Schaefer method. Fill cavities with parts of 
clothing, shirts, shoes, etc., or wrap blankets around aching tooth This will protect It 
from cold air. Shut off drafts by placing adhesive tape over mouth and nose Care 
should be taken that patient has sufficient air before shutting off drafts.
